The day Mr Kishi left for the 
United States of America, 40,000 
people held a demonstration in 
Tokyo.

Finally thousands of 
armed police hustled him on to 
a plane 13 hours ahead of time. 
Does this bear out the statement 
of the editorial of “The Age” 
(7/6/60) that “Mr Kishi carried 
a solid mandate from his elec- 
tors when he went to Washing- 
ton to conclude the agreement’?
